are v8t to be jefed- with; Nevertheleſs, when a Partie of mew 
have wnder the venerable name of the Holy Catholick Chuzch fo 
groſily abuſed the World, impoſing on the belief of their cre- 
dulons Diſciples, ſo many Reverend Abſurdities, and perſpicu« 
0us falſhoods, aud recommending 18 their Pr » ſuch ſuper- 
fitlous rifles, and ridicalons fopperies, wnbeſeeming the gravity 
.of the Chriflian Religion, to give 4 juſt repreſentation of them 
in this manner, is a thing that may have it's own uſefulneſs , 
eſpecially ſince it may be preſumed, thet many willread a Pocm, 
who will not ſet their eyes on 4 more ſerious Book, 1 have only 
therefore a few things whereof to advertiſe thee concerving it. 
Namely, That 1 have in a fiw paſſages of it taken 8 ti- 
bertie 10 my ſelf, in a Poeticall manner to intermix ſome of my 
own fancies, yet not without defigne.

Pope Strfcins ) 7 think may prove Quidlibet ex Quoliber, 
TI have mentioned a Relique which they pretend not 10 have, 
but in that I mean only to: ſhow in whole manner theſe litle 
wonarous things are aſually alledeed to be found, 

CAR the Sirs which 1 ſay they call Venially are by their 
Caſuiſta put in that rank: and that they account it much 
more Criminall, to negle the obſervation of the Traditions of 
the Church, then to'break the Commandements of GOD, is fa 
well known, that it needs no prooff..
